IN MORGAN EXPLOSION.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT SAYS 325 
OF 700 BUILDINGS DESTROYED 
IN MUNITION BLAST. 


(BY a NIGHT WIRD) 

PERTH AMBOY (N. J.) Oct. 7.— 
Sixty-four men are missing and 325 
of the 700 buildings of the T. A. 
Gillespie Loading Company plant at 
Morgan, N. I., were destroyed in the 
fire and explosion which swept the 
big shell factory on Friday and Sat- 
urday, according to an official state- 
ment made by Thomas A. Gillespie, 
president of the corporation, here 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Gillespie announced that re- 
construction of the huge plant had 
already been started. 

The firet explosion, according te 
the statement, occurred about 7:40 
o'clock Friday night in the No, 1 
unit of the 6-inch shell plant, where 
seventy-six men were at work. 
Twelve of these, including two gov- 
ernment inspectors, are accourted 
for. The remainder, sixty-four, are 
missing. Less than this number of 
bodies have been recovered.

Many Coast Harbor Men Here 
as Delegates. | + 


Foreign Trade After War 4 
be Main Theme.

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All Shipping Interests to be 
Re presented. 


Delegates to the convention of the 
Pacific Coast Association of Harbor 
Authorities, representatives of every 
port city of the Coast, arrived yes- 
terday, and will arrive in the city 
this morning. The convention, which 
opens this morning in the directors’ 
room of the Chamber of Commerce, 
is considered by local harbor of- 
ficials one of the most Important of 
the war, as there are to be discussed 
a number of the big questions rela- 
tive to the shipping problem. 

The genera) theme of the gather- 
ing will be the consideration of port 
problems arising from conditions 
changed by the war. There is excep- 
tional interest, it is announced, be- 
cause of the tremendous effort the 
government is making to arouse 
business men to the importance of 
foreign trade development. 

Among the visitors are Judge C 
E. Remsburg, president of the Port 
of Seattle Commission; C. B. Moores, 
chairman of the Commission of the 
Port of Portland; J. H. McCollum. 
acting chairman of the Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners of Sap 
Francisco; William Sproule, ex-presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacific, now of 
the United States Railroad Admin- 
istration: Capt. Robert Dollar. pie- 
neer steamship owner of San Fran- 
ciseo, and Dr. W. F. Aughinbaugh. 
foreign and export editor of the New 
York Commercial, an expert on ship- 
ping conditions. 

A telegram was yesterday received 
by the Harbor Commission to the et- 
fect that gavernment affairs detain 
Chairman Edward N. Hurley of the 
United States. Shipping Board. at 
Washington. and that he cannot pos- 
sibly attend the convention. 

In addition to the names listed, 
it was announced that representa- 
tives of practically every shipping 
interest of the Coast will sit in the 
convention. The majority are en- 
pected to afrive this morning. 

This morning s session, te convene 
at 10:30 o'clock. will be given over 
to a @iscussion of industrial prob- 
lems, and with a discussion of ship- 
bullding. The afternoon, however, 
wilt bring forth a discussion of the 
great questions of foreign trade, and 
is caleulated to arouse interest 
among local shippers with a view 
to preparing them for future com- 
merce.
